Except in unusual circumstances, any matter presented for consideration of the Board 
shall neither be acted upon, nor a decision made the night of the presentation in 
accordance with the policy under which the Open Forum was established. It should be 
noted that there is a three minute time limit to present a concern or request. 

The following matters were presented to the Board: 

a) Begabati Lennihan from the International Global Torch Relay asked for a brief 
ceremony on the Town Hall Steps, Monday, August 11* in the afternoon. Mr. 
Chapdelaine will arrange the hosting of the relay. 

b) Scott Samenfeld, 305 Summer Street, spoke in support of saving the Silver Maples and 
that it’s been a 10-year long struggle. He stated the Town has the opportunity to be part 
of the solution. 

c) David Landskov, 32 Teresa Circle, spoke in favor of supporting the Silver Maples. He 
also pointed out that a 50-year old flood plain analysis was used for the development plan 
and noted a newer one should have been used. 

d) Michele Phelan, 135 Thorndike Street, spoke on behalf of her tenant's correspondence 
received request for a daytime parking permit. She stated the property has no driveway 
and has an irregular shaped lot and one cannot be added.

Mr. Byrne spoke regarding the open process and extensive research conducted by TAC 
and thanked them for their work. Mrs. Mahon requested that the Town Manager replace 
the sidewalks with thermoplastic due to it being a high traffic area as was agreed upon at 
an earlier Selectmen’s Meeting. The Town Manager responded that an epoxy product 
that is similar yet less costly would be considered to repaint crosswalks in this project. 

Ms. Carol Forbes, resident of 143 Jason Street, expressed concerns with the survey and 
BOG lines. She suggested using white line markings on curb edges. Ms. Forbes also 
expressed concern with Phase II rotary discussion. Mr. Byrne stated that future 
recommendation discussion would have to wait until TAC submits Phase II- 
Recommendations.

Mr. Chapdelaine explained that the Silver Maple Forest is a privately owned parcel of 
land that is primarily located in Belmont, but also partially falls within Cambridge’s 
borders. The current owner of the parcel is proposing a development that would include 
approximately 300 units of housing contained within a five story building. Such 
development eould pose both traffic related and storm water issues for Arlington, 
Cambridge, and Belmont along with the negative environmental impacts of deforestation. 
Mr. Chapdelaine asked the Board to endorse the following action: 

That the Town of Arlington engage, through its Town Manager, in discussions regarding 
possible options for the preservation of the Silver Maple Forest, but at this time, not 
provide any financial commitment to acquiring or protecting the land.

The Traffic and Parking Unit has reviewed Athletic Director DIugolecki’s request to hold their 2nd 
Annual Trick or Trot 5K run on Saturday, October 25th starting at 10:00 a.m. We have no objection 
to the issuance of a permit for this event provided that they use the same race course as last year: 

• Start at Rear ot High (Track) 

• Out to Schouler Court 

• Schouler Court to right on Mass Avenue 

• Mass Avenue to Lowell Street 

• Right on Mill Lane to Frazer Road 

• Enter Bike Path at Frazer Road 

• Follow Bike Path to Mill Street 

• Right on Mill Street to Mass Ave 

• Mass Ave to AHS Lot (Carey Drive) 

• Back to Schouler Court 

• Schouler Court back to Starting Point at Rear ot High School 

The approximate distance of this route is 4.9 kilometers. As with last year, extra distance can be 
added by pushing the starting/ending point further bock a little behind the high school (if 
desired).

Mention Japanese food, and some 
people think only of raw fish. Diners 
might want to expand their minds and 
appetites and visit Fujiyama in Bedford, 
where that’s only a small portion of the 
restaurant’s extensive menu. 

Yes, Fujiyama hajj an assortment of sa¬ 
shimi, hut there are other offerings, in- . 
eluding chicken or s<iafood tempura, var¬ 
ious teriyaki choices, noodles, steamed 
dumplings, and sushi. 

The atmosphere is as satisfying, as the 
meal. The small restaurant is decorated 
, simply with light teak. Patrons are greet¬ 
ed by a kimono-wealing woman, who im¬ 
mediately escorts visitors to a table and 
offeis a mug of hot green tea. Within a 
few minutes, she brings a small wicker 
basket with a hot wet cloth to each pa¬ 
tron. 

The sushi is prepjired, said owner Lisa 
Yee, by her two chefs, One is Japanese and 
was trained in Japan, the other is Chinese 
and was trained in New York City. Yee, 
who Is Chinese, said she spent many years 
living in Japan. 

All three of my dinner companions 
were Japanese food aficionados, one hav¬ 
ing just returned from Japan. His take 
was that Fujiyama’s food was as good as, 
if not better than, what he ate in Japan. 

We started with an appetizer of eda- 
mame ($5), or soybeans. The brilliant 
green pods are boiled and salted. The salt, 
combined with the texture of the cooked 
soybean, is an unexpected delicious treat. 




Next we had a seafood salad ($4.95) 
with a light refreshing dressing. The salad 
was topped with roe, and even the one 
among us who disdains raw fish enjoyed 
the bright orange fish eggs. Shu mai 
($5,50), or steamed shrimp dumplings, 
came next. The dishes came so beautifully 
arranged it was hard to dig in. 

The shrimp tempura ($14.95) arrived 
arranged to perfection. Pieces of sweet 
potato, eggplant, large mushrooms, and 
green peppers were dipped in batter and 
fided to a golden brown, with the vegeta¬ 
bles stiU crisp. Huge batter-dipped 
shrimp were placed atop and around the 
vegetables. Everyone shared and gave this 
a huge thumbs up. 

The yaki soba ($9.95) of sauteed Japa¬ 
nese noodles with shrimp and vegetables 
and a special sauce was also beautifully 
presented and'^anotherbighit. 

Of course, what Japanese meal is com¬ 
plete without raw fish. We ordered the sa¬ 
shimi ($18.50) and it came with tuna, 
shrimp, yellowtail, salmon, flounder, red 
snapper, and striped bass. 

Three out of four tried it and said it 
was wonderful, fresh, and delightful. 

Everything was deemed wonderful, es¬ 
pecially the refreshing plum paste rolls. 
The food was so well prepared we’ll all be 
back again and again.

In general, we have been working with the resident to help alleviate the problem. Initially we believed 
the problem to be limited to the condition of the catch basin grates in the street and we replaced these 
recently. 


The most recent storm was a significant event which caused flooding at many locations. Street drainage 
in Arlington, and most every community, is not sized to handle a storm event like we witnessed on July 
28 *^ 

In response to the resident's request #1: 

Please have the Engineering Department and the Public Works start a hydraulic 

evaluation of the drainage system on Windsor St. and on neighboring streets that 

affect Windsor St (e.g., Trowbridge St.) immediately with the ultimate objective of 

upgrading the drainage pipeline to an adequate flow capacity by replacing the 100 

year-old pipeline with a larger diameter pipeline, installing additional catch basins 

along the street, and taking other measures as necessary in the near future. 

The engineering department can further evaluate the drainage system. Initially I will work to have the 
drain lines inspected to be sure they are functioning to their full ability. 

Increasing the size of the pipe which serves this area may not be possible or feasible for several reasons 
but more investigation will be necessary before that can be determined.

Re: Arlington Bikeway Connection Project - Orders of Taking 


At the August 18, 2014 Board of Selectmen Meeting, the Board will be asked to 
approve an Order of Taking for temporary and permanent easements over twelve (12) 
parcels of land to permit construction of the Arlington Bikeway Connection, which will 
result in substantial improvements to Arlington access and traffic patterns relative to the 
Minuteman Bikeway. 

To refresh to Board’s recollection of the “taking” process, the easements to be 
acquired are very similar to those previously approved by the Board in the past several 
years, including the August of 2013 Order of Taking for another Massachusetts Avenue 


improvement project, which follow a nearly identical process. In short, once the Order of 
Taking is approved and signed, it will be recorded at the Registry of Deeds and notice 
will be served upon the property owners of the takings, as well as any amounts due in 
compensation. Any payments due will be made within sixty (60) days of the recording of 
the Orders of Taking, as required by law. If the owners are dissatisfied with the 
compensation amounts they may appeal to the Court. 

Based on the foregoing three actions are required and/or recommended by the 
Board at Monday’s meeting: 


1) The Board must vote to approve and sign the attached “Order of Taking” 
regarding the twelve parcels relevant to the project; 

2) The Board should vote to approve the attached “Notice of Taking.” I note that 
this document should not be executed at the meeting because a Notice of 
Taking cannot be transmitted until the Order of Taking has been recorded at 
the Registry of Deeds. However, as a practical matter, because the Notice of 
Taking is to be sent to all of the private owners of the parcels affected by the 
talcing within seven (7) days of recording, the Board may approve the notice at 
the meeting and execute it individually at their convenience following the 
recording. 

3) The Board should vote to authorize the Town Manager to serve as the 
authorized representative to receive a donation of a land interest on behalf of 
Aldington for the purposes of the project. Attached for reference is a sample 
“donation form” being sent to all property owners. As you will see, the form 
requires identification of an authorized Town representative to sign on behalf 
of the municipality. 

I hope this information is helpful in facilitating the takings process. Please 

contact me should you have any questions. I will also be happy to address any questions 

about the process at the meeting.

A. EXECUTIVE SESSION 


Materials destined for the Board packet and designated for Executive session can be controlled 
appropriately in the Novus system. There are a few options for including these materials in the 
BoardView system, that only Board members have access to, while omitting these materials on the 
publicly accessible PDF and HTML packet. Staff will need to be trained and diligent about these settings 
to ensure Executive Session protocols are followed. The Legal Department should be consulted to ensure 
protocols are valid. 


B. AGENDA AND PACKET AVAILABILITY 


• Administrative staff has full control over when the agenda packet is posted to the BoardView 
(Board member access only) website and to the PublicView (public access only) document portal. 

• Staff can make the BoardView packet available on a different date and time than the PublicView. 

• Staff can create an agenda without reference material or an agenda packet with some or all 
reference material. 

• On both the BoardView and PublicView websites, the items in previous bullet can be created in 
PDF or HTML format. It is preferred that the HTML version is promoted as the first choice for 
users because is quicker to load, remains dynamic and instantly updated versus a downloaded 
PDF which will not, and it is fully ADA Compliant. 

• The more complex the policy for posting the materials, the more complex the workflow for staff 
to deliver. Meaning, posting an entire packet for the just the Board on a date, then posting just 
the agenda without reference materials on a different date, and then posting the entire packet to 
the public on yet another date constitutes many scheduled steps for staff. Simplifying these 
requirements would be beneficial. 

• A policy and/or guide should be developed and adhered to by agenda item submitters and agenda 
creators to ensure success. 


C. SECURITY 


In general, an internet-based computer system has multiple security levels. The security of the data center 
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and the security of the internet connection to the user’s computer. 

Choosing a functional, dependable, and secure data center is the responsibility of the vendor and in this 
case, Novus uses an industry standard data center through Amazon. NovusAGENDA is written in C# and 
.NET with the data stored in a Microsoft SQL database that runs on Amazon EC2 servers 
(http://aws.amazon.com/ec2/) , with daily backups stored on Amazon S3, (http://aws.amazon.com/s3/)

The connection from the Amazon servers to a user’s computer is more challenging to keep secure. It is 
the responsibility of the user to ensure that their connection is safe and secure. 


D. WEBSITE INTEGRATION 


Joan Roman, the Public Information Officer, has tested the integration of Novus’ PublicView webpage 
with the Town’s website. The Novus PublicView website is a document search portal that allows the 
public to view HTML and PDE agenda packets and minutes, and if available, links to meeting videos. 
Generally, we believe the integration test to be a success, although further tweaks on the Novus side 
would improve the look and feel and have been requested through Novus, such as changing the 
background color from white to that of the rest of our website, and adjusting the font size. Novus told us 
that those requests will be considered, but not immediately implemented. See Attachment A, for 
screenshots and notes or the integration. 


E. NOVUS AGENDA COST 


The pricing break down shows the cost in year one and annually thereafter. The cost omits the instant 
voting tool ($600), which was deemed unnecessary by both the BOS and School Committee. It also 
omits the one-time training fee ($750), which Novus verbally waived during a recent discussion. 

Although we have not talked in detail about video integration. Package 2 and 3 can be added later in the 
process and I recommend we revisit this topic later on. Discussion about video integration should include 
ACMI to ensure compatibility and technical aspects, as well as administrative staff and the IT 
Department.

F. OVERALL PILOT SUMMARY, BY ADAM KUROWSKI, SYSTEMS ANALYST 


After speaking with Board of Selectmen and School Committee admin staff, as well as people in similar 
positions in *Natick, Merrimac, and Medway, everyone seems to have the same impression of the system. 
The system improves the previous process of agenda packet development, especially related to paper 
usage, copying, printing, archiving, and searching for historic documents. However, everyone recognizes 
that the system has its quirks, seemingly too many clicks to perform certain functions within the agenda 
creation workflow, and it isn’t very elegantly designed. 

All of the previous items to relate to the systems’ usability, which is an important part of the success of 
any new technology implementation. However, NovusAgenda is successfully being learned by BOS and 
School admin staff, so the flaws are not showstoppers. With professional training from Novus still on the 
horizon, we may find improved ways of interacting with the system. NovusAgenda scored the highest of 
our 3 finalist from a purely technical standpoint from our demonstrations earlier this year, so from that 
standpoint, the system is sound. 

Integration with the Town website is also an important aspect to consider. From a technical standpoint. 
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Novus integrates well using hyperlinks and iframe tools, but aesthetically we will be seeking 
improvements from Novus to mesh better with our website look. 

My opinion is that we would successfully meet many of our goals defined in the project scope if we 
implemented NovusAgenda. Although staff may continue to struggle with some of the system design 
quirks and frustrations, I anticipate that over time some of those items would be more easily overlooked 
due to other improvements gained. BOS and School admin staff has requested my continued support as 
they learn the system, which I plan to provide in the short term. Eventually staff will need to rely on 
Novus’ virtual technical support, which the communities that I interviewed had very positive review of. 
Overall, I wish I was more enamored with the NovusAgenda system, but the cost, the functionality, and 
technological advancement that this system provides seem like a good fit for us.
